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REMARKS 

Amendments to the Specification 

Applicants have amended the specification to replace the current sequence 
listing by the substitute Sequence Listing submitted concurrently herewith. 

Applicants have amended the specification to insert the sequence identifiers 
SEQ ID NO:51 and SEQ ID NO:52, which correspond to sequences 51 and 52 of the 
sequence listing. The two sequences are disclosed in the specification in Figures 24B and 
25B, respectively, in schematic form. Applicants note that SEQ ID NOs: 40 and 46, as 
previously identified in the specification, refer to the nucleotide sequence of the processed 
nucleic acid shown schematically in Figure 24B and 25B, respectively.
